With Ohbs and Stones. 


They Reply With Hot Shot end Co}(

Stubborn Resistance. 


LEMOXT, ILL., May 4.—Since tbe bat- 


tle this toreaoon in which two striken 
were Instantly billed and seven wounded 
Including a woman, two of the woundeii 
men have died. The streets are quiet 
and the troops are encamped la a. com 
jnaudlng position with four canuons uuc 
one galling gun. They hus-e their picketi 
out, and guard* are patrolling thfi town 
At this hour, U p. m., there an' no apprc 
hcnslocs of further trouble to-nigbt. 


The battle In the forenoon was stub

Yesterday afternoon near the lair grounds 


Mr. E. N. Armstrong, division suporintenden 
for the Wabash, conducted a thorough and 
satisfactory teet of a new feature In railroad 
Ing, known ae the American Automatic Brak 
for freight cars, en invention that baa been 
Buccessf ully used on tho Chicago, Milwaukee 
& St. Paul, and tbo St. Louis & San Francisco 
roads, tho latlcr company having about 2400 
of them In uao. Tno brake Is attached to the 
trucks and so arranged that by the reversal of 
tbe engine the pressure Is Instantly applied to 
every -wheel with suoh force as to stop the 
truln within a surprisingly short distance, no 
matter how fast the train Is golnf; tho more 
rapidly tho train Is moving tho better will tbo 
brakes do their work. Tho tost was made with 
10 now cara aud two passeugor coacbeu. Tbe 
Urst test, while the ears wero moving at IB 
miles an hour, stopped tbe cars In SO seconds, 
or within 8 car lengths. The elmplo reversal 
ot tho cufluo without applying tbe brakes, 
stopped tho train In 44 seconds. Then throe 
expert brakemen were chosen by Mr. Kydor, 
who stopped tbe cnr3 In 18 seconds, creating 
much amuaeinont, whon It was claimed that 
Armstrong's* men were victors. Another teal
